4s to Isle of Wight County I forgot to 
inquire if Deed books there would furnish sny information as 
to land transfers among the Dews that might help straighten 
out the line. 


4nd, what are the oldest land records 
available in Nansemond County? I hve been told that the 
earlier records there were destroyed. 


It appears that Dlizabeth Dew married 
John Sherrer ,dr. This Elizabeth and John, who a. IofW 1677, 
brother and Sister, and appear to have been children of first 
Thomas Dew. I don't think there is any doubt but that the 
first John Dew in N.C. was the infant son of the John Dew, 4 IofW 
1677. There is lacking proof that John Dew, d IofW 1677, was 
s son of the first Thomas. and transfers might disclose that. 
Thomas owned a great deal of land in Nansemond and very probably 
some in Isle of Wight too. There are just too many JOHN Dews 
in Va. as in N.C. to get them all straight it looks like.
